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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The prior art of record does not teach or suggest "a first short length 
multiplication mode, where in the first mode for multiplying two N-bit numbers, a first 
long word length multiplicand is formed at the first 2N-bit input from a first short word 
length multiplicand stored in the first register; a second long word length multiplicand is 
formed at the second 2N-bit input from a second short word length multiplicand stored 
in the second register; the first and second long word length multiplicands are multiplied 
together using the 2N-bit multiplier to form a 4N-bit result that includes the product of 
the first and second shor5t word length multiplicands; and a first and second 2N-bit 
accumulation unit, each having an input connected to an output of the 2N-bit multiplier;" 
in conjunction with the other mode within the same multiplier as taught in independent 
claims 1, 14, and 26.
